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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 12-20, are drawn to a radio communication system comprising a 
receiver station and sending station, classified in class 455, subclass 69. 

II. Claim 21 , is drawn to a receiver station for a radio communication system 
having a receiving unit, a determination unit, and an adjustment unit 
changing symbol parameters of data symbols, classified in class 370, 
subclass 491. 

III. Claims 22, is drawn to a sending station comprising a transmission unit, a 
receiver unit, and ascertainment unit for ascertaining channel parameter 
on data symbols classified in class 455/39. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2)
